EDUCATIONAL  COUNSELING  FOR  VETERANS 

Each  day  more  and  more  veterans  are 
flocking  to  educational  institutions. 

The  American  Council  on  Education 
estimates  that  1/4  million  mill  be 
registered,  in  colleges  this  spring 
semester  and  by  fall  the  number  is  ex- 
pected to  exceed  600,000. 

With  the  influx  of  returned  service- 
ion  to  our  colleges  comes  the  all  im- 
portant job  of  giving  then  educational 
aid.  and  advice . Since  the  G-S  has  been 
designated  by  the  VA  as  an  approved 
educational  institution,  many  requests 
are  received  by  the  G-S  staff  for  educa- 
tional counseling.  Some  come  in  person 
socking  aid  -while  others  in  the  District 
or  field,  phone  or  mite.  Recently,  to 
expedite  matters,  the  Go  sent  to  the
